For several months, there has been a quiet effort afoot in Washing­ 
ton to frecEc parts of the New heal in power, so that it can keep right 
on going even though the voters next November replace the present 
Administration with a Republican President and Congress. 
Both power and Jobs are involved. Rome of the drive comes simply 
from those who have held office for years under the Roosevelt-Truman 
regime, and want to keep their fat and pleasant jobs'indefinitely, 
Hut some (rf the Impulse rises out of shut is called ideology *. There 
have been sealous conv* i ts to Europe's “New Order" working behind 
the scenes in Washington for the past sixteen years. Like Hitler, they 
have decided that “democracy Is decadent.” and they want to replace 
American democracy with some form of collectivism, call It by whatever 
name you wish. 
Power to those of this school of thought Is merely a means of finish­ 
ing what already has been well begun 
a bloodless revolution in the 
United States. So long as these fervent souls have control of depart­ 
ments of government, they can work busily while Americans sleep, 
speeding along “The Buy" when free economy is wiped out aud regi­ 
mentation takes oc cr. 
Doth these groups now can see the handwriting on the wall for the 
present regime. Whatever may have been the prospects a few months 
ago, today they know that nothing short of a miracle can re-elect Presi­ 
dent Truman. 
The result has been the persistent effort to have New Beal laws 
extended for years Instead of merely enough to tide over to the next 
Administration; to appoint certain chosen officers likewise for many 
.tears to come; and to commit the nation to programs reaching far into 
the future. 
An example of the latter is the familiar Marshall Plan, which was 
originally laid out as a four-year-plus program. Since then. It has been 
reduced to fifteen months. In its first form. It would have ruu over three 
years of the next President’s term, and would have been. of course, one 
of the dominating factors during his Administration. 
Although Congress shortened the program to run out early In the 
next’s President** term, It may be that the country already la too deeply 
committed to be able lo withdraw a year from now. even though a Re­ 
publican President might think results as of that date were unsatis­ 
factory. 
The situation is a bit like the wheexe about the two morons, one of 
whom looked out the sixth story window and saw the other failing past. 
“This Is terrible!" said the first moron "Oh. It isn't so had." said the 
one in the air; “Urn doing all right so far!** 
The point is that an incoming Republican President may find a host 
of unfriendly New Dealers froxen into office under the Marshall Plan, 
should he come to office next January, and discover his hands tied iii 
trying to modify the plan even though It seemed headed for disaster.
